Ford Lo9h Gray, Sir Thomas ArmeſtrongKnight,and Robert Ferguſon, habe Traiterouflp 
z Conſpired together, and with divers other ill-affected and deſperate Perſons of thi 
5 Pur Kingdom; to compaſs the Death and Deſtruction of Our Royal Perſon, and of 
Dur deareſt Bother James Duke of Vork; And to effect the ſame, habe held ſeveral 
WLADT reaſonable Conſultations to Levy Men, and to make an Inſurrection within 
SEES this Our Kingdom; And being given to underſtand that the ſaid Criminals are 
2 tffled, and left their Habitations to avoid the Juſtice of Our Laws : We have there⸗ 
foze thought fit, by and with the Advice of Our P2ivy Council, to Publiſh Our Royal Pleaſure, 
And We hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command the ſaid James Duke of Monmouth, Ford Logd Gray, 
Sir Thomas Armeſtrong, and Robert Ferguſon, and every of them, foꝛthwith to render themſelves to ſome of 
Dur Judges oz Juſtices of the Peace, in-o2der to their Pzoſecution accozding to Law, And We do 
hereby Require and Command as well all and ſingular Our Judges, Juſtices of the Peace, Mayozs, 
Sher. ffs, Conſtables and Headbozoughs, as alſo the Officers and Miniſters of Dur Poꝛts, and all other 
Our Subjects whatſoever, within Dur Realms of England, Scotland, Ireland, oz Dominion of Wales, and 
all other Pur Dominions and Territozies, to be diligent in Enquiring and Searching foz the ſaid Ok⸗ 
fenders in all Places whatſoever, as well w:thin Liberties as without; And if they ſhall happen to 
take any of them, oꝛ that they ſhall render themſelves, Our further Will and Pleaſure is, That they 
cauſe him oz them lo Appꝛehended, to be ſafely carried befoze the next Juſtice of the Peace to the Plate 
where he oꝛ they ſhall be Arreſted ; whom we ſtrictly Charge to commit to Pziſon, and pzeſently infozm 
Us 02 Our Pꝛivy Council of ſuch Appꝛehenſion. And Me do hereby further Declare and Publiſh, That 
ik any Perſon oz Perſons, after this Pur P:oclamation, ſhall directly oz indirectly, Conceal, Harbour, 
Keep, Retain oz Maintain the ſaid Offenders, oz any of them, oz ſhall Contrive oz Connive at any 
Means whereby they oꝛ any of them may eſcape from being Taken oꝛ Arreſted, oꝛ ſhall not uſe their beſt 
Endeavozs foꝛ the Appꝛehenſion of them, as well by giving dueAdvertiſement thereof to Our Officers,as 
by all other good Means, We will (as there is juſt cauſe) pꝛoceed againſt them that ſhail ſo neglect this 
SOurcommandment with all Severiry. And We do alſo Declare, That whoſoever ſhall Diſcover the ſaid 
 Offenders,02 any of them, either within Our Kingdoms of England, Scotland, Ireland, oz Dominion of 
Wales, 02 in as other Our Dominions and Territozies, oz elſewhere beyond the Seas, and ſhall cauſe 
them, oꝛ any of them, to be Appꝛehended and bꝛought in as afozeſaid, ſhall have a Reward of Five hun⸗ 
dꝛed pounds foz each of the ſaid Perſons, to be paid unto him in Recompence of ſuch his Service.
